RENEWED PETITION 
Applicants respectfully re-petition to correct the filing date accorded by the USPTO in 
the above-identified patent application from July 5, 2003 to July 3, 2003 for the reasons set 
forth below. 

STATEMENT OF THE FACTS 
Pursuant to 37 CF.R. § 1.181(b), Applicants had petitioned on October 10 7 2003 to 
correct the filing date accorded by the USPTO in the above identified application which was 
dismissed by the Office on June 22, 2004 because of the fact that Office alleged that 
Applicants failed to produce direct evidence. Briefly, Applicants although indirectly 
established that the above noted application was deposited with the US postal service (USPS) 
on July 3, 2003 by "Express Mail" bearing the label No. EL8 165765 8 8US, Applicants were 
unable to produce direct evidence to that effect. Now, Applicants respectfully submit 
concurrently herewith such direct evidence, which clearly shows that the instant application 
was indeed deposited with the USPS bearing the above noted Express mail label on July 3,

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2003. As evidenced from the enclosed Exhibit A entitled 'Track/Confirm - Intranet Item 
Inquiry - Domestic," the USPS at Edison, NJ accepted an item bearing the Express mail label 
No. EL816576588US on July 3, 2003 at 15:00 hours. Thus it is submitted that this 
unequivocally satisfies the requirements of 37 CFR 1. 10(a)(1), which reads as follows: 
"Any correspondence received by the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office (USPTO) 
that was delivered by the "Express Mail Post Office to Addressee" service of the 
United States Postal Service (USPS) will be considered filed with the USPTO on the 
date of deposit with the USPS, except for documents described in the following 
paragraphs (a)(l)(i) and (ii) of this section:" (emphasis added). 
Further, the Office provides certain remedies in situations where there is a discrepancy as to

the exact date of deposit of Express Mail under 37 CFR 1.10(c), which states that: 

"Any person filing correspondence under this section that was received by the Office 
and delivered by the "Express Mail Post Office to Addressee" service of the USPS, 
who can show that there is a discrepancy between the filing date accorded by the 
Office to the correspondence and the date of deposit as shown by the "date-in" on the 
"Express Mail" mailing label or other official USPS notation , may petition the 
Commissioner to accord the Correspondence a filing date as of the tc date in" on the 
"Express Mail" mailing label or other official USPS notation, provided that: 

(1) The petition is field promptly after the person becomes aware that the Office has 

accorded, or will accord, a filing date other than the USPS deposit date; 

(2) The number of the "Express Mail" mailing label was placed on the paper(s) or 

fee(s) that constitute the correspondence prior to the original mailing by "Express 
Mail;" and 

(3) The petition includes a true copy of the "Express Mail" mailing label showing the 

"date-in," and of am other official notation bv the USPS relied upon to show the 

date of deposit " (emphasis added) 
In response to Applicants* petition of October 10, 2003, Office noted that petitioner failed to 
provide any other official notation by the USPS to show the date of deposit as July 3, 2003 
since the "date-in" on the "Express Mail" mailing label No. EL816576588US is blank. As 
noted above, Applicants have now fully complied with the requirement of item (3) by 
submitting concurrently herewith "Exhibit A 7 " which clearly establishes that the instant 
application was deposited at the USPS in Edison, NJ on July 3, 2003 at 15:00 hours using a 
"Express Mail Post Office to Addressee" service bearing the mailing label No. 
EL816576588US.

From the foregoing, it is respectfully submitted that Applicants have fully complied 
with all of the provisions in accordance with 37 C.KR. §§ 1.10(a)(1) & L10(c).
